OIL MAGNATE’S RISE 
TO FAME |. 


: _ Les Angeles, Sept. 9, 
The death Is announced, after n 
protracted illness, of Mr. Edward 
I. Doheny, the off magnate— 
Reuter, : 5 

Born at Fond du Lac, Win- 
consin, on August 10, 1856, Kd- 
ward Laurence Doheny had been 

wospector, gold miner, Surveyor 
awyer and labourer—alt without 
auccess—unt!] he turned to “black 
gold" which made him one of the 
lending, men of wealth in’ the 
‘United States, 

Hls.father was Patrick Doheny, 
a poor Irishman, while his’ mother, 
before her marringe, was Elizabeth 
Quigley. 

There, was little about Doheny's 

boyhood to set him apart from 
other lads of his age. He attend- 
ed school and advanced rapidly, 
being particularly “bright in’ the 
different mathematical and seienti- 
fic’ subjects. : ‘ 
“ There was a spirit of adventure 
within the youth which rebelled 
at the iden of spending his Ife 
in Fond dn Lac, or any other one 
place, This unrest influenced him 
to leave home in July, 1872, at the 
age of 16.. He went to Kansna, 
where? He joined a Government 
surveying crew, and in the follow- 
ing year he accompanied a new 
Government surveying party to 
Indian territory, which later be- 
came Oklahoma, where he helped 
sub-divide the Comanche and 
Kiowa Indian reservatians. 


Outdoor Life: 


DEATH OF MR. H. L. 


This outdoo? life kept Doheny 
sutisfied for three years. He was, 
living in the open, liked the work, 
und spent all his extra. hours 
studying books on geology and 
seience, Then came news of the 
discovery of yold in the Black 
Hills and Doheny rushed to that 
field, inspired by the luré of the 
yellow metal. But he was doom- 
ed to disappointment, as the Black 
Hills were still Indian ‘territory, 
and not open to prospecting, © 

News of a silver strike in 
Colorado earri¢d him to that place, 
where silver had been ~ located, 
but the oneoming winter made 
prospecting impossible, and his 
restless spirit would’ not let him 
Wait for spring. a nae 

Gathering three’ other — dis- 
gruntled prospectors, Doheny set 
out afoot for New Mexico, with

Finally, disappointed at long 
years of. toil which brought no 
roward, Doheny gathered together. 
his few possessions, and, with his 

e, went to Los Angeles. Some 
time after his arrival, he formed a 
partnership) with Charles <A. 
Canfield.and Joseph A. Chanslor, 
and the threo pooled their. slender 
resources and ‘went out into the 
Mojave desert, in Sani Bernardino 
county, secking’ gold. They, found 
it, in small quantities, and started 
a mine; but the metal faded, and 
they returned to Los Angeles “tlat 
broke” to start life anew. Doheny 
was then 40. 

While working at odd. jobs, 
Doheny happened to pick up a 
book on the oil exudes of Cali- 
fornia, written by W. A. Goodyear, 
assistant State Geologist of Cali- 
fornia in 1887, after Goodyear had 
‘made a cnreful investigation of 
oil prorpects in the State. He 
studied the book thoroughly.

“This shows that, weight for 
weight, the humolon (antiseptic 
agent) in hops is forty times as 
powerful as pure phenol or car- 
bolie acid in suppressing those 
types of bacterial growth which 
causc beer to turn sour, 

“My researches show conclusive- 
ly that ‘it Is largely duc to hops 
that, from the bacterial point of 
view, beer is the safest drink in 
the world. The more bitter the 
hops used in the making of the 
beer the stronger its antiseptic 
value is likely to be.”
